Mr. Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  eighth  annual  report  on  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Port  of  Maldon,  covering  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1961. 

Throughout  the  year  regular  sampling  has  been  carried  out 
of  oysters  treated  in  the  Cleansing  Plants  at  West  Mersea,  and 
in  general,  reports  have  been  most  satisf actory .  We  are  co-oper¬ 
ating  closely  with  officials  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  to  ensure  the  satisfactory  operation  of  these 
plants  at  all  seasons. 

Shipping  has  regained  very  similar  with  that  of  previous 
years,  except  that  there  has  been  a  large  export  of  gravel  by  sea 
from  pits  in  the  Heybridge  area.  All  boats  examined  were  found  to 
comply  with  the  necessary  health  regulations. 

Your  Port  Health  Inspector  has  devoted  much  time  to  the  Port’s 
work  and  I  am  indebted  to  him  for  his  help  in  preparing  this  report.
